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3 Expected to Face Charges of Illegally 
Copying Movie Prints

Federal authorities are expected to seek criminal charges against three employees of a 
Los Angeles motion picture postproduction facility, alleging that they illegally copied 
prints of movies such as "The Passion of the Christ" and "Kill Bill: Vol. 1" that 
eventually ended up on the Internet. 


The U.S. attorney's office is expected to announce the charges at a news conference this 
afternoon, sources said. 


The federal criminal complaint, which the U.S. attorney's office expected to file 
Wednesday, comes after a months-long FBI investigation into how copies of Mel 
Gibson's "The Passion" and Quentin Tarantino's "Kill Bill: Vol. 1" got onto the Internet. 


Sources said the complaint alleges that three employees of Lightning Dubbs, which 
handles video and DVD duplication and Internet design for a Hollywood clientele, 
illegally copied prints of the movies. The three men were not accused of uploading 
material to the Internet or profiting from the sale of pirated material. 


The FBI is investigating other postproduction facilities where thefts of movies may be 
occurring. 


In recent months, federal authorities have stepped up enforcement of copyright laws by 
going after people who have illegally copied prints of movies. 


A federal judge in September sentenced Kerry Gonzalez, a 24-year-old insurance 
underwriter in New York, to six months of home confinement for posting an unfinished 
pre-release version of the movie "The Hulk" on the Internet. Gonzalez had obtained a 
copy of the film from a friend who worked at a Manhattan advertising agency working on 
the marketing campaign. 


In November, Manuel Villareal pleaded guilty in federal court in Los Angeles to making 
and selling a copy of "Austin Powers in Goldmember" before the film's release last 
summer. He obtained the print as an employee of Deluxe Laboratories, a postproduction 
and duplication facility. 


The FBI and the U.S. attorney's office are pursuing piracy issues on four fronts: illegal 
camcording of films at previews and other screenings, theft of prints at postproduction

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facilities, copying of Aijebiionison screeners and uploading of movies to the Internet. 

In the case of "The Phisichs Gibson’ s controversial upcoming film about the last 12 
hours of Jesus' life, ai iileget copy ended up not only on the Internet but also at the Nem 
York Post. 





In December, the newspaper published a story about obtaining a "rough-cut version of 
_the film" that was screened to a panel made up of a rabbi, a priest, a professor of early 
Christianity, a Post movie critic-and a reader selected at random to gauge their reactions... 







Gibson's attorneys considered Sling a civil action against the Post, and the FBI 
immediately began an investigation. The newspaper returned a copy to Gibson's 
representatives. George Hedges, Gibson's attorney, said that at present there are no plans 
to sue the Post. 


For several years the Motion Picture Assn. of America and studio chiefs have lobbied 
Congress to pass stronger anti-piracy laws. In the last year, federal law enforcement has 
dedicated squads of U.S. attorneys and FBI agents only: 0 investigating copyright 
infringement.

Hoping to send a strong message te movie pirates, the LES. attorney's office, the FBI and 
the Motion Picture Assn. of America joined forces at a news conference in Los Angeles 
on Thursday to announce federal copyright infringentent charges against four men. 


The message is clear, said Debra W. Yang, U.S. attorney for the Central District of 
California: "The federal government will be looking over your shoulder." 


The downtown federal courthouse conference room was decorated with posters for such 
movies as "Something's Gotta Give," "The Passion of the Christ" and "Mystic River," and 
with DVDs, including "Kill Bill Vol. 1" and "Lost in Translation" — copies of which 
have wound up on the Internet. 


In a related development, a federal grand jury on Thursday: indict d-Bussell William 
Sprague on charges of copying more than 40 Academy Awa ¢veeners" he had 
obtained from a friend, actor Carmine Caridi. Sprague was figne He California from 
Homewood, Ill., for the hearing. 


Another criminal complaint announced Thursday alleged that Richard Young, 42, Victor 
Ochoa, 31, and Frank Pelayo Jr., 23, had illegally copied movies as employees of 
Lightning Media, a post-production facility based in Hollywood. 





The three are charged with misdemeanor copyright infringement and could face a 
maximum of one year in prison. 


. Young was charged with distributing a version of "The Passion of the Christ," which 
ended up on the Internet and in the hands of the New York Post. Ochoa was charged with 
distributing a copy of "Kill Bill Vol. 1," which was duplicated and sold at Santa Monica's 
3rd Street Promenade. Pelayo was charged with dist ng "The Pirates of the 

Caribbean: The Curse of the Black Pearl," a copy of § was allegedly given to him by 
a friend who works at another Los Angeles-area post-production facility, Accent Media: 







According to the complaint, the three men were part of a group of workers at the facility 
who copied and swapped films for personal use. 


In addition to making copies ordered by the copyright owners, the defendants "would 
make additional ... copies of the films," the complaint alleged. "These additional, illegal 
copies were often placed on a shelf in the main DVD room" of the company, where all

"These employees did so without 
the knowledge or authorization of Lightning Media. We worked closely with the FBI to 
identify the perpetrators and to put a stop to the piracy." 


The investigation began in November when representatives.of Gibson discovered that a 
three-minute clip of "The Passion of the Christ" was available on the Internet. 


They notified the FBI and traced the complete unfinished version, which was also 
available on the Internet, to Lightning Dubbs, as Lightning Media was previously known. 
That version ended up at the New York Post, which screened the bootleg copy for a panel 
and published members' reactions.

Lightning Response to Piracy 


An October 2003 FilmStew article sparks an FBI investigation and leads to federal charges 
against three employees of a prominent Hollywood post-production house.

Much has been made about ousted Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences member Carmen Caridi and claims that his 
screeners were illegally duplicated by a friend in Chicago, Russell 
Sprague. But this week, in a much bolder move in the fight 
against video piracy, federal authorities took direct aim at 
individuals involved in the hijacking of ns ess:zheir post- 
production phase right here in Hollywoog:

It all started with a Hollywood Spin column published October 8th, 
2003 on this site entitled Valenti's War, which profiled an 
anonymous movie pirate in possession of a DVD copy of Mel 
Gibson's controversial movie The Passion of Christ. The pirate, 
identified only as "Bill Broadband," explained that the illegal copy 
had come to him via a friend of a friend who worked for a 
company doing post-production work on the movie. 


Prompted by the article's revelations and inclusion of a three- 
minute corroborating clip, the FBI launched an investigation to 
determine the source of the underground copy of Mel's self- 
financed effort. The agency soon expanded its probe when an 
unauthorized private screening of a separate full-length pirated 
copy of the movie was organized and written about by The New 
York Post.

A dismantlement occurs when an identified organization is eviscerated and no longer capable of operating: 

The dismantlement must be the result of an affirmative law enforcement action 
including, but not limited to, the arrest, indictment and conviction of all or most of its principal leadership, the’ 
elimination of its criminal enterprises and supporting networks and the seizure of its assets. The organization must 
be impacted to the extent that it is incapable of reforming, .
